of the Condition of Black 


Scale Parasite. 


The following report of Alexander 


on the Scut.illieta Cyanea, the 


foe of the black scale, is of especial in- 
terest to all orange growers at this 
tiwe; 
To Hon. Ellwoofl Cooper. 


State Commissioner of Horticulture, 


Sacramento, Cal. 


Dear Sir:—I herewith submit a brief 


report of my investigation into the 
«o*dition of the South African internal 
parasite (Scutelllota cyanea) of the 
black scale, referred to and figured on 
pages 91 and 92 of the "Eighth Bien- 
«U1 Report of the State Board of Hor- 
ticulture. 


According to your instructions, I 


..left San Francisco on the evening of 
-Juijr 9th, visited Santa Barbara, and 
.at Mr. Gillespie's beautiful place in 
.Mjooteoiot, I found the parasite thor- 
o*e*ily established and spreading nat- 
ai rally over * distance of one hundred 
•an* fifty yards from where the colony 
•was placed on a mesquite tree. The 
.-*q»erintendent, 
Mn Conipton, and 


Omtnissioner Snow have undertaken 
tl*ft distribution of the parasites to 
otter parts of the estate and other 
•districts in the county. 


In Ventura county, Commissioner J. 


XL Mclntyre has established them out 
«of doors and is also propagating them 
R« confinement. The pepper is used 
<=:tcr,iiTcl7 ia Ventura as a shade tree 
«*a the streets and avenues, and a few 
•««ars ago these tree» were aeriously 
Safested with "black" and "hemis- 
pherical scale. Being located near the 
«coa»t, "The Australian Black Lady- 
-~Bird,'' (Rhizobius ventralis) has done 
^ood work in checking both scales, 
and in this county they are not so 
* troublesome. 


In Los Angeles the ScutelHsta has 


ijecome well established. 
One year 


ago, the olive grove of W. E. Hughes, 
located about six miles southwest of 
the city of Los Angeles, was very ser- 
iously infested with "black" scale, 
-and the foliage and twigs were covered 
with black smut. On June 9th, 1902, 
I requested Mr. Hughes not to spray 
tiis trees and seat him a colony of 
ScutellUta, with instructions about 
•colonizing them in his orchard. As it 
is an extensive 
grove—half a mile 


long by a quarter of a mile wide—it 
-was an ideal place to make a thorough 
test of the new parasite, so I forwaro- 
<ed him six colonies. 


-On July 4th, 1902T larva and pupae 


«of the ScutelHsta were found tn the 
scales where the first colony was liber- 
ated. On July 3rd, 1902, Mr. Hughes 
-•wrote:—"I am glad to be able to report 
.thi* morning that the ScutelHsta has 
made its appearance generally through- 
out 
my orchard, thus proving its 


ability to winter 
successfully 
in 


.Southern California. I regard this as 
ia matter of great importance to the 
fruit growers of the State, as it seems 
jto number the days of the Black Scale 
;pe«*. There can be no doubt as to 
itfce »*Uitv of the Scutellista to destroy 
*be Black Scale rapidly, when once ft 
bss been generally distributed through- 
out the infested districts. I desire to 
acknowledge my indebtedness for the 
benefits which I have derived." 


On July 16th, in company with Mr. 


.Hughes and Horticultural Commis- 
sions Jeffrey and Strong, I visited the 
orchard and found tl.e Scutellista hid 
•done and was btill doing splendid 
work, very little scale remaining and 
the foliage and twigs were clean and 
bright. Mr. Hughes kindly granted 
permission to the County Horticultural 
*iommissiouers to collect colonies from 
tits orchard for distribution to other 
jpUces. 


In the lemon and orange groves of 


Mr. J. Thomas uf Monrovia, I fount! 
the ScutellUta well established and re- 
fiuciug the scale *o that the xrees are 
bright aud clean. The if rand old pep- 
yct trees along Moreugo avenue, as 
•well <t> others in Pasadena had UJ>IK 
been an attractive feature and a jjlcas- 
ure to Eastern visitors and residents 


for the delightful 


and pleasing gre«n of their foliage 
mid the contrast of their bright, red 
berries. Within recent years the black 
scale had taken «vch complete possess- 
ion of them that their foliage was 
scant and ther had proved veritable 
breeding places for the scale. Their 
aiee and location made it difficult to 
spray or fumigate for them, and the 
county commissioners had commenced 
a fight of extermination. On Aug. 
25th and 31st, 1902, 1 sent Horticul- 
tural Commissioner C. A. Day two 
colonies of Sc.utellista which he liber- 
ated on a pepper tree on S. Morengo 
avenue, and during my recent visit 
we found the insects widely spread on 
the pepper trees, and also found them 
in scale on citrus trees, oleanders and 
other plants. Over 90 per cent of the 
scales were 
killed by the parasites. 


Mr. Day reported finding them breed- 
ing in October, December, March, 
April, June and July. On Aug. 25th 
Commissioner Jeffrey wrote rne that 
he had distributed from the Morenjjo 
avenue source, this month, about four 
hundred colonies and adds that his 
Commission "cannot begin to fill the 
applications for them." "You would 
not believe the interest that this insect 
has engendered here among the citrus 
fruit growers." 


At Azusa we found the Scutellista 


doing well in the extensive orange 
groves of Mr. H. L. Mactiei!, from 
the two colonies sent from this office 
lawt December. The superintendent, 
Mr. J. T. Lindley, states that he would 
distribute the parasites throughout 
their orchards and give them every 
chance. At Dr. A. E. Knglehardt's 
place in Glendora I found the parasites 
established and spreading. At Ontario 
we found a few on the place of Mr. 
Lawson, and at Riverside on a grape 
fruit 
tree and orange tree, from a 


colony sent to Commissioner Cundiff. 
From two colonies sent to Dr. W. B. 
Wall of Santa Ana he has been very 
successful. The Orange County Hor- 
ticultural 
Commissioners, 
Messrs. 


Bishop, Rafferty and Nebelung, visited 
with me Dr. Wall's extensive orange 
grove and in nearly every scale we 
found a parasite, or the hole in the 
scale where one has made its exit. Dr. 
Wall has expedited the good work by 
collecting and distributing the para- 
sites throughout his grove, and has 
also sent colonies to his friends. 


1 next visited Escondido valiey, 


j where I witnessed most gratifying- re- 
suits from the work of the parasite. 
1 found them in Mr. B. F. Dixon's 
place at the head of the valley. These 
were from a colony sent to Horticul- 
tural Commissioner F. 
Austin, ou 


Aug. 26th, 1902, and which had showed 
wonderful powers of reproduction and 
had spread rapidly. 


Mr. Austin placed the colorjy we 


sent him upon a grape fruit tree and 
from this the parasites had spread to 
orange, lemon, pear, prune, pepper 
and other trees and plants infested 
with black scale, for a distance of over 
half a mile. 
Mr. Austin is now dis- 


tributing the parasites in other dis- 
tricts. He is confident that the Scu- 
tellista will have complete control of 
the black scale in another season. At 
San 
Diego, 
Horticultural Commis- 


sioner C. C. Jobes, of San Diego, and 
I" visited Point Lotna and foitnd that 
the parasites have practically destroy- 
ed the scale in the large olive orchard 
of W. A. Chamberlain. It was a rare 
occurrence to remove a live scale with- 
out finding a sm-»ll maggot of the 
Scutellista at work devouring it or 
rather its eggs. 


We next visited the grove of C. K. 


Clift, and found the parasites plenti- 
ful. 
As the trees were- thrifty, the 


scales and parasites were correspond- 
ingly well developed. It is interesting 
to note that when a female 3;.itellista 


deposits an egg in a small bnt mature 
scale, the parasites raised from it will 
be perfect In every respect but slste. 


I Halted Hollywood and Colegrove 


districts with Commissioner Meserve 
but found no trace of ScutelHsta. 
Mr. E. C. Harrington received several 
colonies, but his orchard was fumi- 
gated twice last season and at the 
time of my visit (Aug. 25) his orange 
trees were very seriously infested. 


About a half mile from Mr. Har- 


rington's is the orange grove of Mr. 
Wilson. 
Here we found 
Rhizobius 


ventralis, larvae and eggs and very 
little scale. Mr. Wilson had done no 
fumigation or spraying but relied 
upon beneficial insects. 


As stated by Mr. Jeffrey, "the in- 


terest that this insect, (Scutellista 
cyanea) has engendered is great." 
It 


reminds one of the time when we were 
breeding and distributing the Vedalia 
cardinalis for the ''cottony cushion 
scale." 


We hive still, however, to spray or 


fumigate for the ''purple scale" where 
it has secured a foothold. We know 
where its parasite exists, feut it re- 
quires money to secure it. 


Another insect pest that you have 


frequently advised the necessity of se- 
curing an appropriation to find its 
enemy, is the "codlin moth." 
In a 


recent letter from Geo. Compere, now 
collecting insects (beneficial) for the 
Western Australian government, 
he 


writes me that he has found a parasite 
of this pest that destroys over ninety 
per cent of them. Of course, this is a 
long way from extermination, but it 
would help control it, and it is as 
much as our best sprayers claim to 
kill.

A Sleeping 
Hickticns Carrlca Away 


Many Thousands in Uganda. 


Tho sleeping sickness which broke 


out in Uganda, Africa, in 1901, 
has 


made fearful havoc in that country. 
Native chiefs, who kept a record of 
Hie cases, state that during the first 
year 50,000 persons died of the disease 
anflkthis statement is corroborated, by 
missionaries stationed In the affected 
region. 


Recently a medical commission was 


after himself; he becomes emaciated,, 
unable at last to crawl out into the 
aim, nnd, if he has no one to look after 
him, soon dies of the disease, or of 
starvation, or of exposure. 


This disease was first described by 


mlsslonarleson the Lower Congo many 
years ago. 
Whole districts and 
vil- 


lages werp decimated by It. So fatal 
was it that no person once affected 


j was ever known to recover. The mls- 
1 sionnries themselves were sometimes 
said to have died of it, but no cnso 
has yet occurred in Uganda of a Euro- 
pean being attacked by the disease. In 
recent years cases have been reported 
from Senegambla, from the hinterland 
of Sierra Leone, from the Upper Niger 
and other places In West Africa. 


Uganda, where the sleeping sickness 


now prevails, Is under the British pro- 
tecforate nnd recently a railroad ha» 
been built through it, many thousands 
of the natives having been employed 
for years on the work of construction. 
This contact with civilization on the 
part of the natives explains what may 
seern singular in one of our Illustra- 
tions—the possession of an umbrella 
by one of the victims of the sleeping: 
sickness.

Thousands of flga 
containing the fig fertilizing insect 
were introduced into California last 
year aud successfully withstood the 
winter climate, so that an unlimited 
amount of tig iinocts was available at 
the proper time for carification this 
spring. Tho results have been gratify- 
ing from a commercial point of view. 


Since it ba.s boeu domoustr-itod that, 


the tig insect successfully hibernated 
at Niler, there is no longer any dan- 
ger of its dying out.
